championship. 

There was no hesitation at all in 
choosing Brett Wayne as this is- 
sue’s ‘Wrestler of the Month.”’ As 
the new National heavyweight 
champion, Wayne has earned the 
right to be recognized as one of the 
sport’s top stars. And the 23-year- 
old native of St. Petersburg, Flor- 
ida, has nothing but an extremely 
bright future ahead of him. 

“Tt seems like everything is hap- 
pening to me so fast,’’ Wayne told 
Sports Review Wrestling in a recent 
interview. ‘‘One minute I’m ranked 
number nine in the Georgia area, 
and the next minute: I’ve got fans 
cheering me like crazy and I’m 
wearing the National belt around 
my waist. It’s very exciting, but it’s 
also a little scary!” 

In what: way does Brett find be- 
ing National champion scary?

the new National champion. “‘I 
couldn’t believe it! There were 
chills running down my spine and I 
wanted to scream and I couldn’t 
talk all at the same time. ‘‘Every- 
one who was at ringside— Wres- 
tling Il and Tommy and Ronnie 
Garvin and Pez—they were all 
there giving me their support, and 
they all ran in and hugged me and 
slapped me on the back and con- 
gratulated me. It was amazing. I'll 
never forget that moment as long 
as I live.” 

And although Brett had great 
support from his fellow wrestlers 
and from the fans, he can always 
take pride in the fact that no one— 
absolutely no one—helped him pin 
Larry Zbyszko’s shoulders to the 
mat.

EDDIE 
GILBERT 


The past few months have been 
a living hell for Eddie Gilbert. 

Late in May, Eddie was almost 
killed in a fiery automobile crash. 

. His car smashed into the back of 
flatbed truck carrying a 2'%-ton 

Army truck and burst into flames. 

He was lucky to escape with his 

life, but he nevertheless remained in 

the hospital for several months with 

a broken vertebra in his neck and 
several minor traumatic injuries to . 
his spine and back, 

Gilbert was understandably cau- 
tious upon making his return to 
competition in the WWF in Sep- 
tember. He could hardly have been 
prepared for the brutally sadistic 
attack he would suffer just weeks 
after his return. 

Gilbert was wrestling Masked 
Superstar in a televised match that 
took place in Allentown, Pennsyl- 
vania, Superstar, familiar with 
what had happened to Gilbert sev- 
eral months earlier, decided to capi- 
talize on his misfortune. The 
masked man delivered a corkscrew 
neckbreaker that had Gilbert howl- 
ing in pain. Fans screamed for the 
match to be stopped, and Gilbert 
was in no condition to surrender. 

Superstar delivered yet another 
neckbreaker, this time executed 
upon the concrete floor surround- 
ing the ring. Gilbert was taken to 
the Lehigh Valley Hospital Center 
for treatment. A few days later, 
Associate Editor Craig Peters came 
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Gilbert would prefer to wrestle a scientific 
style against a man like S.D. Jones (oppo- 
site left) than to brawl with a man like Mr.

to the hospital to interview him. 
“T was amazed at Gilbert’s atti- 
tude when I spoke with him,” Pe- 


ters said. “‘He was in extremely 
good humor, which was amazing 
considering what he had been 
through. Frankly, I’m surprised he 
consented to an interview at all, but 
I suppose he had a lot of anger he 
wanted to get off his chest. I can’t 
say I blame him.” 


Q: First of all, Eddie, and most 
important, how are you feeling? 

A: Well, I’m still pretty sore, and 
it hurts to turn my neck like 
this, but the doctor says ’'m 
coming along fine. Superstar’s 
neckbreaker aggravated the in- 
jury from the car accident, but 
fortunately it didn’t actually do 
any more real damage. I was 
lucky. It could have paralyzed 
me permanently, I could have 
been in a wheelchair for the 
rest of my life. Fortunately, I 
just have to spend some time in 
the hospital, stay in bed, get a 
lot of rest, and let myself heal. 
After this past summer, I’ve 
gotten kind of used to that! 

Q: Does it scare you to think what 
might have happened? 

A: A little. I don’t like to think 
about a life where I couldn’t 
wrestle, but if I was meant to 
have been paralyzed, I would 
like to think that I could have 
dealt with it in a healthy way. 

Q: What do you think you might 
have done with yourself? 

A: Well, I don’t think I would 
have turned my back on wres- 


A: 


tling entirely. I probably would 
have worked with youngsters, 
training them on the amateur 
level. You know, it’s an inter- 
esting question, and actually it’s 
one that [ve had to think 
about a lot this year. A lot of 
people take things like being 
able to walk to the corner for a 
paper or being able to turn 
your head to look at a pretty 
girl for granted. I don’t take 
those things for granted any- 
more. I have an_ incredible 
amount of respect for people 
who have experienced the loss 
of these small pleasures in life 
and have actually come out 
stronger for that fact. 


: You’re very lucky to have es- 


caped serious injury from Su- 
perstar’s multiple neckbreakers. 
Actually, I never viewed him as 
so brutal a man. He’s rough in 
the ring, true, but I never be- 
lieved him to be so much of a 
sadist! Why do you think he 
attacked you the way he did? 
Who can say? Maybe he 
thought I was an easy mark, a 
way for him to build a quick

life. Until this year, he never gave any thought about what his life would be if he couldn't 
wrestle (above) or have the capability to move about (top right).

reputation with the WWF fans. 
He knew about my accident, 
and he took advantage of it. 
That was obvious by the way 
he concentrated on my neck. 
I’ve got to tell you, Craig, I 
can’t remember when I was in 
so much pain before in my life. 


: Looking back on the incident, 


don’t you think you might have 
taken on an opponent of Su- 
perstar’s caliber too soon after 
your return? 


: A lot of people warned me 


about the man before the 
match. They told me not to 


wrestle him. But I had been 
back for a few weeks and I was 
wrestling to my full capacity. I 
felt fine. My only obstacle was 
a mental one. Sooner or later I 
would have to take on a man 
like Superstar to see if I had 
come back all the way. Your 
question is a valid one, Craig, 
but the answer is no. I have 
absolutely no regrets about my 
decision to wrestle Masked Su- 
perstar when I did. 


: I noticed that Bob Backlund 


accompanied you to the hospi- 
tal after ithe incident. 


A: Yeah, Bob was a great help’ to 
me. He’s a great friend. He 
rode in the ambulance with me 
all the way to the hospital, and 
he stayed with me until the 
doctor examined me and gave 
us his prognosis. Bob’s been 


great. It’s like Superstar at- 
tacked him instead of me. He’s 
been visiting with me every day 
while I’ve been here. He’s been 
fantastic, really helping me to 
pull through this thing. 


: I know there’s something you 


want to say to our readers, and 
I think this would be the time 
to do it, Eddie. 


: All right. I just want to thank 


everyone who sent me cards 
and flowers and get well 
wishes. Earlier in the year, after 
the accident, I received over 
7,000 cards and letters. Al- 
ready, after the Superstar inci- 
dent, more than 1,000 cards, 
letters, and telegrams have | 
flooded the hospital.

Tampa, Florida: 
ARRY WINDHAM ‘TIED the 
laces on his sneakers as he 
prepared to leave the Tampa 
Sportatorium. He had just achieved 
a pinfall victory over NWA World 
champion , Harley Race, but his 
gymbag did not contain the NWA 
belt. Nevertheless, the Florida State 
champion was very pleased with 
himself.

“That proves to me one thing,” 
Windham said with a broad grin, 
“Harley Race is afraid of me. He 


* knows |’m hot on his heels, he 


knows that | can do it, that | can 
take the belt from him, and he’s 
not taking any chances. | can’t say 
that | blame him, I’d probably do 
the same thing. But I’m confident. 


| All | need is a fair shot at the belt 


and | think I’ve got him.” 


Orlando, Florida: 

Barry Windham exercised in the 
dressing room prior to his title 
match with Harley Race. He per- 
formed 50 deep kneebends fol- 
lowed by 50 pushups followed by 
50 situps. Then he strapped a pair 
of ‘‘gravity boots’’ around his an- 
kles (boots with a large steel hooks) 


and attached himself upside down 
_ to a steel chinning bar. 


“This is great,’’ Windham said 
with a smile. “‘It straightens out 
and stretches the spine. Cracks ev- 


erything into place better than a 
chiropractor! It really loosens me 
up before a match, it’s very relax- 
ing and very invigorating.”’ 

Barry hoisted himself in the air, 
grabbed the bar with his hands, 
and stood upright again. 

“My body stretches out, blood 
runs to my head, | feel terrific,’’ he 
said. ‘‘l’m ready to wrestle. You 
can bet that Race doesn’t do any- 
thing like this before a match. This 
is going to help give me the edge 
that | need to take him tonight.” 

Harley Race packed the NWA 
belt into his gymbag and ran his 
fingers through the curls on his 
head. He was weary from having 
battled Barry Windham in a match 
that ended in his favor when Wind- 
ham was disqualified for acciden- 
tally throwing him over the top 
rope. 

‘| have to hand it to him, the 
kid is good,’’ Race said, ‘‘but |’m 
better. | have to be, I’m the cham- 
pion, | have to stay one step ahead 
of my challengers. | have to be on 
the alert at all times in a match, 
thinking ahead all the time. | do 
that by drawing on my experience. 
Hell, with seven NWA title reigns, | 
have more experience fending off 
challengers than anyone else | 
know! 

‘Like tonight,’’ Race explained, 
“‘there were several times where he 
could have pinned me. But | could 
read him like a book, | could tell 
he was letting his enthusiasm get 
the better of him. | knew he 
wouldn't go for the pin at that 
point, so | knew that | could take a 
calculated risk and try and reverse 
his hold on me. | can think of three

particular times tonight where that 
happened.

Nick Bockwinkel’s Championship Diary 


A YEAR © 
HELL, 
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HILE MANY PEOPLE 

contend that he inten- 
tionally disqualifies himself in 
order to maintain a hold on his 
title, few people dispute that 
AWA heavyweight champion 
Nick Bockwinkel is a man to 
be respected, both in the

Since 1975, when he de- 
feated Verne Gagne in St. Paul,

name has become virtually 
synonymous with the AWA title 
itself. He has lost the title twice, 
but was never without the belt 
for very long: In one case he 
regained the belt after 10 
months, in the other case it 
took only two months to recap- 
ture the title (see chart on page 
33 for a detailed breakdown of 
Bockwinkel’s three title reigns). 

Perhaps it was Bockwinkel’s 
manager, Bobby Heenan, who 
best described the AWA 


consequently the start of his 
third title reign as AWA 
heavyweight champion. To 
mark the occasion, Sports 
Review Wrestling takes a 
look back at a remarkable 
championship year 
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champion when he said in a 
recent interview, ‘Nick is the 
kind of a champion wha won't 
back down from any opponent. 
He’s turned back challenges 
from the top men in the sport, 
and in doing so he’s proved 
that he truly is the best wrestler 
anywhere. Of course, his title 
reigns haven't: been without 
controversy, but that’s all part 
of being a champion. And, first 
and foremost, Nick is a cham- 
pion, through and through.” 
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On the pages that follow, we 
examine some of the controver- 
sies and some of the victories— 
the hell and the glory—that 
have characterized Bockwink- 
el’s third title reign. They may 
or may not prove that Bock- 
winkel is the best wrestler 
competing today; that’s for you 
to decide for yourself. But they 
certainly prove that Nick Bock- 
winkel is a formidable competi- 
tor, and a champion who never 
fails to provide thrills for AWA 
wrestling fans. 


OCTOBER 1982 


On October 9, Bockwinkel 
defeated Otto Wanz to regain 
the AWA World title. Following 
the victory, Bockwinkel said he 
was “exhausted but happy. I 
went out there to achieve a 
specific goal, and I did what I 
intended to do. I have to hand 
it to Wanz. He’s a tough com- 
petitor and he wrestled an ex- 
cellent match, but in the end I 
feel I proved who the better 
man was.” Bockwinkel’s man- 
ager, Bobby Heenan, was not 
as gracious, claiming that 
“Wanz is just another wrestler 
who has been brought to his 
knees by the Bobby Heenan 
family. Nick Bockwinkel is the 
one real world champion, and 


Bockwinkel applies an armlock en route to 
regaining the AWA World title from Otto 
Wanz. 
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now Wanz and everybody else 
in the world knows it.” 

Less than a week later, Bock- 
winkel was scheduled to de- 
fend the title against Tony Atlas 
in Houston. Heenan filed a ve- 
hement protest with the AWA: 
“Why should my man have to 
risk his belt so soon?” Heenan 
asked. “Why not give him a lit- 
tle rest? To force Nick to wres- 
tle Atlas nght after such a 
tough battle with Wanz is not 
fair, and I hope to do some- 
thing about it.” Heenan was un- 
able to do anything about it; 
Bockwinkel defended his title 
successfully against Tony Atlas, 
though he did so under protest. 


NOVEMBER 1982 


Late October saw the amival 
of Rick Martel to the AWA. 
Bockwinkel remained un- 


characteristically silent when it 
came to discussing Martel, but

with a scare, but in the end the champ was 
victorious. 


Tony Atlas’ strength provided 


his manager was as vocal as al- 
ways. “We aren't ready for the 
Martel match,” cried Heenan in 
reference to a scheduled title 
defense in Minneapolis late in 
the month. ‘Doesn't [Minneapo- 
lis promoter Wally] Karbo un- 
derstand our schedule? Nick is 
already defending the belt 
twice on Thanksgiving week. 
No champion, let alone the 
World heavyweight champion, 
should have to do that.” 

One of those Thanksgiving 
matches was a rematch de- 
manded by Tony Atlas as the 
result of his October confronta- 
tion. “That’s part of the prob- 
lem with being top man in the 
world,’ Bockwinkel noted at 
the time. “Even after you defeat 
a clown like Atlas, he still tums 
around and wants another shot 
at you. How many times do I 
have to defeat the guy before 
he gives up?” 


DECEMBER 1982 


“T always like to take it easy 
during the holiday season,” 
said Bockwinkel, ‘‘and I really 
didn’t sweat too much in De- 
cember. Besides, by the end of 
last year I had already elimi- 
nated every top contender to 
my title. The only person left’ 
who deserved a title shot was 
Johnny Rich, and the AWA 
granted him one. He wasn't 
even the number one con- 


_ tender at the time, but I trav- 


eled to Houston anyway and 
showed him what it’s like to 
face world-class opposition. Pll 
tell you something, after that 
night in Houston he never 
asked for a title match again!” 


JANUARY 1983 


Bockwinkel started the new 
year by creating a nationwide 
controversy: He defended his 
title against Pat Patterson in San

Fransisco. Patterson was not 
ranked among the top 10 con- 
tenders in the AWA, and fans 
demanded to know how he 
managed to avoid a lengthy 
climb up the ladder of conten- 
tion to receive a title match. 
More shocked than the fans 
was Ken Patera, who de- 
manded a title match with his

stablemate. “I will not stand for 
two of my men wrestling each 
other,’ Heenan said in turing 
down Patera’s request. 
Meanwhile, Rick Martel had 
risén to the number one con- 
tender spot and had earned an- 
other title shot against the 
champion. In a highly contro- 
versial match in Minneapolis, 
Martel was disqualified for 
throwing Bockwinkel over the 
top rope. Rick then focused his 


aggressiveness on Heenan, 
who was standing on the ring 
apron. “I was on the apron to 
point out Martel’s nuile- 
breaking,” Heenan said at the 
postmatch press ‘conference. 
“Apparently he thought he 
could get the title by throwing 
Nick over the top rope. Fortu- 
nately the referee saw exactly 
what happened and made the 
proper call. Out of frustration 
Martel attacked me. I’m de- 
manding that he be suspended 
until he learns to control his 
temper.” Martel was not sus- 
pended, and, in fact, the AWA 
granted him an immediate 
rematch, 


FEBRUARY 1983 


Bockwinkel faced a _ two- 
pronged attack in February. 
Rick Martel continued to chal- 
lenge him for the AWA belt in 
Minneapolis, and Jerry Lawler 
traveled from Memphis to Chi- 
cago to offer his challenge. 

“Lawler calls himself the 
‘King of Wrestling,’ but I’m the 
World champion,’ Bockwinkel

said. “I don’t care. I can handle 
Martel with one hand and 
Lawler with the other and still 
have enough energy to wrestle 
anyone else who comes down 
the pike.” 

Bockwinkel needed that en- 
ergy: In the month of February, 
he defended the belt 15 times, 
against Martel, Lawler, Greg 
Gagne, Jim Brunzell, and sev- 
eral other top competitors. It. 
was a busy month indeed for 
the champion. 


MARCH 1983

And despite his 
failures to capture the belt, he 
went so far as to come out in 
public and claim that he “re-

In a story printed in our sister 
publication Pro Wrestling’ Illus- 
trated , Martel pointed out that 
one of the reasons he traveled 
to the AWA was so that he 
could wrestle for Bockwinkel’s 
AWA title. When he wrestled 
in the WWF, he could not get 
a title match against Bob 
Backlund. 
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APRIL 1983 


Hulk Hogan made a memora- 
ble return to Minneapolis and 
wrestled Bockwinkel for the ti- 
tle on April 24. In the weeks 
prior to the match, Bockwinkel 
was quoted as saying, “I realize 
that Hulk Hogan is a very pow- 
erful man, but he is also a man 
who loses his temper and his 
bearing in the ring. When he 
does, I’ll be ready to take full 
advantage.” In order to be 
ready to seize that opportunity, 
Bockwinkel had to spend a lot 
of time in the gym. “I have to 
train hard to wrestle Hogan. 
Here’s a man who stands 6’8”, 
weighs 320 pounds, and is to- 
tally unpredictable. In some 
ways he’s probably the tough- 
est adversary I’ve ever faced. I 
respect any man who rises to 
become top contender, but 
alas, only one man can be 
champion. Only one man can 
hold the most prestigious title 
in the entire sports world, and 
that’s me.” ; 

Bockwinkel was successful in 
tuming back the challenge of 
Hogan. The Hulk was so upset 
that he had disappointed the 
fans, he left the AWA and trav- 
eled to Japan.

Dusty Rhodes in Houston, 
Bockwinkel decided he would 
relax a little and wrestle in 
some tag team matches.

I 
really don’t care. If he thinks

to defeat me in an AWA title 
match, he is badly mistaken.”

The humiliating defeat suf- 
fered by Bockwinkel in the 
May tag team match acted as a 
catalyst for a series of matches 
between the two men through- 
out the months of June and 
July. Wahoo McDaniel was 
close enough to defeating 
Bockwinkel so many times that 
he had no other choice but to 
continue wrestling him for the 
belt. 

The rivalry between Bock- 
winkel and McDaniel is deep- 
seated. Both men were star ath- 
letes at the University of 
Oklahoma in the ‘50s and were 
always trying to outdo each 
other. In fact, Bockwinkel once 
kicked down a row of lockers 
when he heard that McDaniel 
was named All-America in foot- 
ball and he wasn't. 

“I’m beginning to get fed up 
with McDaniel following me all 
over the place,’ Bockwinkel 
was quoted as saying at the 
time. ‘This college rivalry stuff 
is overplayed, but one of these 
days I'll have to take care of 
him permanently.”

actly that last July, with the help 
of Heenan, who tried to am- 
bush McDaniel from behind.

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HIS STORY BEGINS in 1973. 

Andre the Giant met Abdullah 
the Butcher in a classic confronta- 
tion of wrestling giants. When it 
was over, after a long and furious 
contest, no one was satisfied. Ev- 
eryone demanded a rematch. Ev- 
eryone but Abdullah. 

After Abdullah avoided Andre’s 
challenge for a couple of years, ev- 
eryone assumed Abdullah was 
crazy but not stupid. Where Abdul- 
lah was concerned, Andre had the 
bloodlust. If wrestling’s titan ever 
got Abdullah in the ring, it would 


be the toughest battle of Abdullah’s 
career. The man who sees fit to 
tack the word “‘Butcher’’ onto his 
name had no taste for another con- 
frontation with Andre. 

So the years passed. Andre’s 
reputation as the world’s only un- 
defeated wrestler made him one of 
the few men whose fame tran- 
scends his sport. Even those who 
know nothing about wrestling 
know Andre. Abdullah saw_ this 
and his hatred for the superstar 
grew. 

In November of 1973, Andre

distributed a contract to all major 
wrestling promoters. It was com- 
plete with his signature, requiring 
only Abdullah’s mark to make it a 
legal document. It said Andre 
would wrestle Abdullah anytime, 
anywhere the match could be ar- 
ranged. After a couple of years, 
Andre assumed the contracts had 
been discarded. 

In August of 1982, a promoter 
in Puerto Rico came across a copy 
of the contract. What astounded 
him was that Andre signed for 
about a third of the purse he now 
commands. The promoter saw the 
contract as the biggest bargain of 
the decade. All that was needed 
was Abdullah’s signature. 

The promoter had been prepared 
for a tough time and that’s what he _ 
got. For more than a year, Abdul- 
lah bickered and changed his mind. 
The promoter was patient. He had 
nothing to lose and everything to 
gain. And early on, he realized 
how much Abdullah hated Andre. 
The promoter knew it was only a 
matter of time. 

Finally, after a full year of nego- 
tiations, Abdullah signed. The pro- 
moter realized it had nothing to do 
with the terms of the contract. Ab- 
dullah had stalled for time, so he 
could prepare himself for this 
titanic battle. Though he traveled 
the world and took on other oppo- 
nents, Abdullah concentrated on 
Andre. If he could become the first 
man to defeat Andre, he would as-

T WAS ONE of those motel 

rooms where any sign of origi- 
nality had been scrupulously re- 
moved. Ric Flair tried to get com- 
fortable in the angular chair that 
seems so natural in these places. 
His large body was never meant to 
be accommodated by the chair. Fi- 
nally, Flair gave up and flopped on 
the bed. His guest, a reporter of 
average proportions, did the best he 
could on the room’s other chair. 

‘Have’ you ever wondered,’’ 
Flair asked, ‘‘what would happen if 
you couldn’t write anymore? Let’s 
just say you lost it for no reason. 
Suddenly, the words refused to fall 
into place and you repeatedly failed 
to report the important occur- 
rences. What would you do then?’ 

The reporter smiled. ‘‘I try not 
to think about it,’ he admitted. 
“Though I guess I could get a real 
job if I had to.” 

“Ym serious,’’ Flair insisted, ‘‘I 
want to know what you’d do.”’ 

‘Probably get into some sort of 
business,’’ came the reply. ‘‘I’d be 
miserable—the kind of person I’ve 
always hated.

“That’s what I figured,’’ Flair 
said. ‘‘I always figured some day 
I’d have to retire, but I’d do it 
gracefully.

lost the title, something happened. Once Flair regained his confidence, he took control of the match. 


After suffering the anguish of losing the NWA World championship, 
Ric Flair also lost the edge that had made him a champion. Then one 
night, in a furious battle against the savagely dangerous Crusher 


Blackwell, something wonderful happened 
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Nothing worked right. My timing 
was, off, my reflexes were sluggish, 
and the drive to win was gone. No 
matter how much I practiced, no 
matter how much I tried to psych 
myself up, something was missing. 


“You’ve seen my matches 
against Harley Race since he took 
the belt from me. Have you ever 
seen me wrestle so poorly? It’s a 
disgrace. After the match, I can 
almost hear Race laughing at me. 
Where did my ability go? 

**This has never happened to me 
before. I’ve been down before, but 
I’ve never hit bottom. I’ve got a 
scary feeling I’m about to hit 
bottom.”’ 


The reporter nodded. “‘I know 
the feeling,’ he said. ‘I’ve gone 
through periods when the words 
didn’t come, I only saw the obvi- 
ous, and I felt like I was cheating 
my readers. I started pressing too 
hard, trying to force what should 
easily flow, then worried why noth- 
ing is working. I figured soon ev- 
eryone would know and I’d be 
canned. Then I saw a great match, 
everything snapped into place, the 
words appeared on the page as if 
by magic, and all my worries were 
over. Yet I know the bad times will 
comé again, the words will stop, 
and I'll suffer.

IT’S TIME FOR 


THE FANS 
TO TRUST 


ANGELO MOSCA 


Not too long ago, Angelo Mosca was one 
of the most notorious rulebreakers in 
wrestling. As so often happens in this most 
unpredictable of sports, a singular event 
transformed Mosca into a brave and 
worthy grappler. Proof of this came 
during his war against One Man Gang

of his match against One Man 
Gang, Angelo Mosca walked into 
the television studio. He smiled as 
he handed the cassette over to’ the 
technician. ‘‘I didn’t trust the mail 
with it,’ he admitted, ‘‘so I 
brought it over myself.”’ 

The technician told him it would 
be a couple of hours before the 
tape would air. Mosca asked if he 
could be in the studio when it did. 
The technician said there was no 
rule stopping him. Mosca thanked 
the man and walked outside. 

It was a beautiful autumn day, 
the kind that makes you glad to be 
alive. Mosca realized he’d be glad 
to be alive this day if it were 
sleeting. This was the best of all 
possible worlds.. In a couple of 
hours, the Mid-Atlantic wrestling 
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area would see proof that he was a 
mah to respect. That meant more 
to him than anything else in the 
world. 

It wasn’t too long ago that 
Mosca couldn’t have cared less 
about wrestling fans. He was a 
ruthless rulebreaker, one of the 
most hated men in wrestling. Fans 
in the Mid-Atlantic area were 
treated to many of his most brutal 
matches. Mosca’s disdain for the 
crowd was more than returned by 
the fans’ hatred for him. 

Then came the moment of truth. 
His son, Angelo Jr., was attacked 
in Florida by Kevin Sullivan and 
The Purple Haze. And it was Barry 
Windham (whom Mosca had al- 
ways considered his enemy) who 
came to young Angelo Jr.’s aid. 
Suddenly, Angelo Sr. was without

any friends. Turning his great wres- 
tling skills on the men who tried to 
end his son’s career, he became a 
hero. Mosca discovered that the 
fans’ cheers was one of the sweetest 
sounds he’d ever heard. He grew 
determined to hear those cheers 
more often. 

After convincing the Florida fans 
of his sincerity, Mosca realized he 
had one more task to accomplish. 
He had to prove to the Mid-Atlan- 
tic fans that he was worthy of their 
trust. It wouldn’t be easy. There

were too many ugly memories for 
the fans to easily forgive. Angelo 
needed to do something glorious to 
convince them. 

The chance came quickly. One 
Man Gang had terrorized the Caro- 
linas until “he failed in a Loser 
Leave Town Match against Jim 
Valiant. OMG then went to To- 
ronto, hoping to equal his evil suc- 
cess up north. Mosca decided -he 
could do himself and the Toronto 
area some good by battling the 
man. If Angelo could show other

wrestlers that One Man Gang could 
be stopped, OMG could never get 
the stranglehold on Toronto he en- 
joyed in the Carolinas. Mosca 


pulled a few strings, called in a few 
favors, and signed a contract to 
wrestle One Man Gang in Toronto.

important match of his life. 4 

The night of the match, Mosca 
was nervous, the good kind of ner- 
vous that makes a man ready for 
action. When he was finally sum-

check himself from running into 
the ring. When he saw One Man 
Gang standing across the ring from 
him, Angelo almost cheered. 
Mosca was ready for action. 

One Man Gang was also ready. 
He went after Mosca with brutal 
intensity. It was a despicable exhi- 
bition of wrestling rulebreaking. 
Most wrestlers would have crum- 
bled under the assault. Mosca 
bravely withstood the torture and 
waited for his moment. 

Mosca the veteran knew that 
moment had to come. Brilliantly, 
he thwarted the attack and man- 
aged to gain the advantage. Angelo 
sacrificed a great deal, absorbed as- 
but 
perservered. Soon, Angelo had 
gained the advantage. The crowd 
cheered wildly. 

That’s what Mosca wanted to 
hear. The crowd was now on his 
side. The cheers energized him. 
Mosca, elated, did a series of ma- 
neuvers that defy description. 
When the whirlwind was over, 
Mosca had won the match. 

The crowd gave him a standing 
ovation. It was a moment Angelo 
Mosca would remember for the rest 
of his life. 

This was only the first step. For 
Mosca’s mission to be completed, 
he had to convince the fans in the 
Mid-Atlantic area that he was on 
their side. That night, he took a 
flight to the Carolinas and con- 
tacted a television station that cov- 
ers wrestling. He asked the station 
manager to play the videotape of 
his match against One Man Gang. 
He accepted. 

The next week, Mosca personally 
delivered the cassette to the televi- 
sion station. This was no time for 
the post office to make a mistake. 

When the tape was played, his 
mission was complete. The fans 
had seen him at his best against an 
avowed enemy of decent wrestling. 
No man could do more. He had 
done his best. The fans couldn’t , 
ask anything more. Oo

Ne room in the ratings: Since instituting our 
expanded wrestling ratings in the August 
1983 issue of Sports Review Wrestling, we have 
received an incredible amount of mail. Virtually all 
of it, we’re happy to say, has been complimentary. 
The greatest criticism thus far has been that we 
haven’t expanded the ratings enough, that there 
are many areas of the country—and the world— 
that deserve to be listed on our ratings pages. 

We agree with this criticism: 
There are several areas that do 
not receive proper attention in 
our’ ratings. Missouri, Tennes- 
see, Hawaii, Midwest-WWA, 
Montreal, Puerto Rico, British 
Columbia, Southeast United 
States, Japan, Mexico, and so 
many others all deserve their 
own monthly ratings categories. Unfortunately, we 
are limited to only two pages for our ratings. 

As a solution to the problem, “Ratings Analysis” 
will, from time to time, present a listing of the top 
10 wrestlers in a category not regularly included 
on our ratings pages. This issue we look to Puerto 
Rico and the World Wrestling Council. 

The WWC, which promotes matches in Puerto 
Rico, Trinidad, St. Thomas, and throughout the 
Caribbean, is a member of the NWA and recog- 
nizes Harley Race as the World champion. 

In addition, the WWC recognizes several addi- 
tional titles: The WWC heavyweight championship 
(currently held by Carlos Colon), the WWC North 
American championship (Pedro Morales), the 
Puerto Rican heavyweight championship (King 
Tonga), the Caribbean heavyweight championship 
(Abdullah the Butcher), the WWC tag team cham- 
pionship (The Masked Medics), and the WWC 
North Amercian tag team championship (also The 
Masked Medics).

Bockwinkel surprised all fol- 
lowers of the AWA wrestling 
scene by immediately granting 
Rheingans a title rematch. 

“All my critics are so smart, 
they’re so wise,” Bockwinkel 
said in a recent interview,

Well, once again I’ve proven 
my critics wrong. I'll take on 
any worthy challenger to the ti- 
tle, I don’t care how young or

inexperienced he is. Rheingans 
proved his worth by wrestling 
me to a draw, and he’s earned 
a title shot in doing so.

wrestling that he'll never 
forget.” 

The title match in St. Paul 
found Nick Bockwinkel and 
Brad Rheingans wrestling to a 
draw—a rare occurrence for 
the AWA champion, and a 
great incentive for Rheingans to 
continue his campaign for the 
AWA title in the future.

other campaign for the title, 
and Otto Wanz will soon be re- 
turing to the United States to 
attempt to regain the title. 

As these capsule reviews of 
the last 12 months indicate, the 
life of the AWA World cham- 
pion is not an easy one.

gets to the top of the cage and he 
just stands there. I was amazed at 
his balance. I know I wouldn’t be 
able to stand up there that long. I 
think that was his mistake. He gave 
Backlund time to recover. He 
jumped off the top of the cage, but 
Backlund moved out of the way 
just in time. The crowd went crazy. 
I had never seen anything like it.” 


Bobby O’Donnell, Houston: “‘| still 
say that Mil Mascaras should be 
the AWA World champion. I saw 
him beat Nick Bockwinkel. I’ve al- 
ways hated Bockwinkel, and I hate 
his manager, Bobby Heenan, even 
more. Mil had Bockwinkel pinned, 
but, as usual, Bockwinkel had 
knocked the referee out to try to 
keep his title by disqualification. 
Chavo Guerrero came in and made 


the three-count. I know that Chavo 
isn’t an AWA referee, but the offi- 
cials at ringside could see that 
Bockwinkel was pinned. It should 
have counted. Watching Mascaras 
celebrate after the match, holding 
the belt up over his head, was the 
most exciting thing I’ve ever seen in 
wrestling. Too bad the decision® 
didn’t stick. It should have.” 


Adelina DeGregorio, St. Louis: 
‘The best part about living: in St. 
Louis is that I get to see the best 
wrestling in the world. I think the 
most exciting thing I’ve ever seen in 
the ring was watching Harley Race 
beat Ric Flair to win his seventh 
NWA World | title. -I actually 
watched sports history being made. 
It was a tough match for both 
Race and Flair, and I honestly

That was the most 
exciting moment I’ve ever seen in 
sports, and I was there when the 
Cardinals beat the Yankees in the 
1964 World Series.’’

“Years ago, I was in Chicago to 
see a two-ring Battle Royal at the 
International Amphitheatre. The 
people from ABC’s Wide World 
Of Sports were there, reporters and 
photographers were there; it was an 
event, I didn’t know where to look 
first.

“puppet manager’’ to carry out his 
own managerial wishes. 

We accuse J.J. Dillon of 
bankrolling Gentleman Jim 
Holliday and of breaking his con- 
tractual agreement with Ron Bass. 

“What you’re saying is abso- 
lutely absurd,’ Dillon responded 
when we reached him at his office 
in Tampa, Florida. “‘] am a man 
of honor, a respectable individual 
in the professional wrestling world. 
Why would I risk my reputation to 
support someone like Holliday?”

“Exactly”? Dillon replied. “‘I 
can’t very well work with Ron if 
he’s on the road all the time de- 
fending the belt, can 1? As soon as 
our work together is done, he’ll get 
a match with Rotondo, recapture 
the belt, and hold on to the South- 
ern title for years!” 

But what about his reported fi- 
nancial dealings with Holliday and 
the possible breach of contract with 
Bass?

mad and Elijah Akeem. Though Holliday is listed as the official manager of the team, there 
is speculation that Dillon is the actual manager. 


Perhaps because Ron Bass hasn’t 
been as successful as Dillon had 
hoped. Bass recently lost the South- 
ern title to Mike Rotondo, and sev- 
eral attempts at regaining the title 
have resulted in failure. He is not 
scheduled to receive another title 
match. With Bass the exclusive 
charge of Dillon, the manager’s 
reputation is not exactly soaring. 

“All scurrilous lies!’’ Dillon 
cried. ‘‘What Gentleman Jim does 
with his own money and his own 
time is his own business. I’ve been 
working very closely with Ron 
Bass, we’re in the process of mak- 
ing some alterations in his wrestling 
style, and this is the reason why he 
allowed Rotondo to take the 
Southern title.” 


“T don’t want to talk about it,” 
Dillon responded. ‘‘I’ve said all ’m 
going to say about it, and that’s 
the end of it!” 

Clearly Dillon is unwilling to 
even discuss the issue. It appears 
that he may in fact have backed 
himself into a corner. If he is in- 
deed bankrolling Holliday, he 
would be open to legal prosecution. 

If Dillon can’t secure another ti- 
tle match for Bass against Rotondo 
soon, and if he can’t guide him win 
back to the championship, Bass 
may indeed be willing to file a law- 
suit against his own manager. 

Should that happen, depending 
on the severity of the lawsuit, it 
could spell the end of Dillon’s 
managerial career forever. O

sume the Giant’s unique superstar 
status. The world might laugh at 
his antics, condemn him as a luna- 
tic, but they would have to fear 
him. Abdullah labored to be at his 
best for this battle. 

As for Andre, he was stunned 
when he saw the contract. He never 
expected to see any of those con- 
tracts or Abdullah again. He was 
also a bit stunned to see how small 
his purse, in pre-inflation dollars, 
would be. What had seemed like a 


princely sum to him then couldn’t 
get a good preliminary man in the 
ring now. He wondered if he could 
renegotiate the contract and get 
more money. Then he realized how 
long it had been between matches 
and decided not to risk having the 
bout canceled. Andre accepted the 
fact that the promoter was not only 
getting the match of the decade but 
also the deal of the decade.
